Martin Halfpenny, a deaf mute, of 
Walerbury, was killed last week 
(Tuesday) by a lightning express 
train on the consolidated railroad. 
which was due from New York City 
for Boston. The accident took place 
about a mile above the track from the, 

station in Greenwich, Conn. Michael 
Meagher, another mute of this town, 
was with him when the accident 

happened. He jnat eaoaped the fate. 

Two weeks ago, Halfpenny and Meng 
her loft this town early in the morn 
ing (Wednesday), taking the train for 
Bridgeport, and thence took the boa! 

for Now York They were staying 
down in the great city until the "next 
day (Thursday) when they took the 
return boat for Bridgeport. Meagher 
said (hat, they were going home by 
the rail, after they arrived at Bridge- 
port, but Hal I penny changed his 
mind and decided to stay in Bridge- 
port, wh.lnng to go to New York City 
iu the morning again. Meagher was 
surprised at Ibis and protested against 
going back there, as they both had 
but little money, which mablod (hem 
to pay their lares for their homes, hut 
Halfpenny insisted on his wishes, and 
Meagher at last secumbed. They 
•Teal back to New York and there 
I hey looked for work, but they could 

not lind it. They became discourag- 
ed and strolled about the Streets in 

the great city in miserable condition, 
because they had no money. They 
were staying down there until Monday 

morningr, then they decided to go 

home, and walked on the trick. 
Although the trains passed them, no 
incident happened to them during 
that day. When thai night, came, 
they slept under the railroad ties 
which they built for their shelter. 
They got up oariy in the morning 
(Tueeday) and walked on the track 
again toward the village of Orcenvvieh. 
About one mile from the Station, they 
Stopped and ate their lunch, which 
they got from a neighboring farmer. 
After they had eaten their lunch, they 
were talking inside the main track. 
Halfpenny was talking to Meagher 
about, his life. Baying that he was very 
much discourage! and that he had 
enough of his life. Yes, it came to be 
true. The lightning express came to- 
ward them at full spaed suddenly. 

Meagher happened to glaoos towards 

the coming train, warned Halfpenny 
of the danger and jumped olT the 
track. He wasjnst safe and his back 
was barely p assed by the train, but 
Halfpenny was loo late to jump off 
the track. When he was warned of 
the danger, he turned his head toward 
the engine and then lie turned his 
feet to jump off the track, but the 
engine was loo quick for him and 
caught him. It broke both his legs 
and right arm at the muscle and then 
sent him flying high. He was de- 
scending to a big rock, when he fell, 
hitting bis head against it, cutting it 
badly. He struggled lor about five 
minutes, and then was unconscious. 
The train bucked up and hi ought him 
and Meagher to the station. Two 
doctors were sent for, and they did the 
best they could do for him, but il was 
of no avail. He lived only two hours 
after the accident His relatives 
went after his body niul brought it to 
Waterhury, where bo was laid to rest. 
Nearly all the mules of this town got 
their last look at his face which showed 
a calm and peaceful expression. Be- 
fore he died, he never showed any 
signs of pain, and ho spelled his last 
words, " I want to go home." A 
Catholic priest in Greenwich was by 
bis side to perform his death cere 

nionv. Before the priest performed 

it. Halfpenny made an expression Of 

Willingneta tO make aconlession when 
he was asked. He might just have 
eeeaped the fate if he had jumped off 
the track outright without turning his 
bend and feet. Halfpenny was aged 
us when he died. He was a 
young and good looking man 
would be a' smart and respectable man 
if be had let bid drink alone.

Meagher claimed that Martin 
Halfpenny was in a bad mood ever 
since his clothes were .stolen in a lodg 
ing house when he hired a room after 
he left his mother, and he was on a 
drunk for one week.

Meagher .also claimed 
that. Halfpenny wanted to gel out of 
town. Meagher objected to the 
would not go with him. He told him 
that ho would go alone and drown 
himself, Meagher bad to go with 
him for his sake. Before they left 
this town. Halfpenny had a good 
position in the shop, where he left 
without his foreman knowledge two 
weeks ago.

RKLICN OF THE WAR 



We were out for a walk, and in 
search of wild flowers. The day was 
bright and warm, the roads pretty 
dnsty, and the telegraph toad nouth 
of Cameron Itun the direction decided 
upon.

We went up Duke Street, and the 
first of these old relics of '01-65, 
was "Soldier's Itest," which is sit, 
rated facing across street but only a 
few yards away.

Lyon. Here my companions stopped 
to gather wild honey suckles, forget 
BM, nots, hawthorn blossoms, etc, 
while 1 climbed up and took in Port 
Lyon 

Its situation is on the point of a 
hill, within sight of the Capital, over 
looking Alexandria and commanding 
all her approaches on the soul 
and south, and tho river abov 
,te. 
We know but little of its history ; 
information on the subject being 
rather scarce, however, we are told - 
don't know of course ; for it was not 
until four months after tho curtain, 
fell UpOfl the Appornat tox seen' 
we were born that it was built, in the 
latter part of 1801 as one of the de 
- of the National Capital. 
Its size being next to that, of J'ort 
Itunyon — upwards 200;> feet in cir- 
cumference. It was the garrison of a 
regiment of New York artillety, I 
think, and its equipment arid orna 
meut was about equal to that Fort 
Itunyon. 

The latter consisted of thirty two 
heavy' guns and a half a do/."ti laj 
mortars. 

It is now a mass of ruins. The 
storms of mora than a score of years, 
ier with an accident happening 
or '';:;, have lowered its ram 
parts and filled the ditches which 
I around them. Trees of a large 
growth now rise abov the. parapet 
hiding it completely, wl. 
tree* and blackberry vines cov i all 
the recesses. 

Among the remnants to show that 
life tl,' exisl'-d is an old well, 

which is said to have b* 
tWO hundred feet, in depth. 
Famswortb, Weed and O'llourke 
are auxiliary works extending down 
on either side of the road for some 
distance. 

In regard to the accident, it is said 
that early in the summer of '02, or 
'03, one of the men went into the 
magazine with a lighted pipe, or 
knocked a cartridge from the shell, 
and the result was an explosion which 
killed upwards of half a hundred men, 
and two children of Mr. Pullman, who 
resided near by; also wounding a largo 
number. 

Father, who visited I ho place next 
day, says that tho explosion shook tho 
country for miles around, and the re 
suit was terrible. 

The exact number of killed was not 
(/iven because it was thought that 
Mosby and his gang of guerillas were 
in the vicinity, and that a knowl- 
of their meekness would be a good 
inducement to make an unwelcome 
call.

The 
results of his observations are often expressed 
in proverbs. Ii . and verse. So is it with 

farmers, shepherds, and sailors nowadays. Aris- 
totle oolloeted the prognostics of the weather in 
his bOOk entitled " Meteors." some of which 

i Egyptian origin. Vn-gii. Oleero, and 
otters wrote i observations on the sub- 

ject. 

In making inquiry backward through a series 
of atmospheric phenomena, we may arrive at the 
prime source of these phenomena, which iR the 
sun.
